Btate Buperintendent Lane Issues
an Appeal For Teachers,

CRAIG STOCK MEN COMPLAIN.

Bulijected to Overcharges and Delay

Superintendent Lane yestorday issued
n cirealar to county superintendents that
is directly in the Hne of the suggestions
mude by the Bek of Saturday last, in
favor of substantinl recognition of the
work of teachers in the recent storms,
In discussing the question Mr. Lane
sgnid that he did not feel at liberty to
single out two or three enses of heroie
work and suffering wnd ask for speeial
contributions for them, but he thought
ruther that it would be best to get cor-
rect data of all the meritorious work of
teschers in saving pupils or in their
individual steoggles for life and from
such duata direct work could be doune.
Superintendent Lane favors o general
contribution that can be used to aid
tonchors who have lost a limb or bacome
erippled, so that their means of liveli-
hood is taken from them.  There are a
few such cuses in the state and the
tenchors who wore hevole in the strug-
gle with the storm, will undoubtedly
prefer seving those who sulfered the
most helped by generous contribution,
Such steps will bo taken vpon receipt of
roplios to the circular forwardoed to-dny,
which is as follows:

To the County Superiemtendents of Nee
bruskn: Several cases of heroly action of
tonchers during the sovere storm of Jaouary
12 huve been reported 1o me. o order to ob-
tain all the facts concerning teachors and pu-
pils in this severe trial, T desive cach county
superintendent to report o me s sovn o8
passible:

7. Nawes and address of tesclicrs who are
sick from exposure or prosteation,

Ploase give full necounts in answer to
questions 4, 5, 6 und 7. Newspaper accounts
of ocourrences in your county should boesent.
1 wish cach superintendent to be prompt in
miking this report, as meritorious actions
and heroie deeds should be promptly recog-
nized, and those left in distress should be re-
membered by us, Outside of the teaching
fraternity warm-hearted people are already
offering nssistunce and rewarding heroism.

for the little old cars and #30.25 for new or
W-foot cars, They claim that thoy want 1o
exterminate shippers and foeders of cattle ns
they goet more out of the grain.  We are large
feeders and they are putting rates down on
corn and up on live stock, I‘.ﬁuwhy forcing us
to puy more for freight to get stock to the
market. Weo have been obliged to drive our
eottlo when the rowds and weather would
poermit, on account of railroad oMceinls war.
ring sgninst us.  On yesterday the agent at
thin, Crulg station, refused to bill cars to
Chicago only by way of Omahn, He says he
now hns orders to allow nono of their cars to
go over the Northwestern railvroad. This
forces shippers to bill cars to Omaha, rebill
thero for Chicago, pay switching and incur o
duy's delay and a feed bill,  The agent at
Cralg station said he could not get North-
western stock cars, but there are plonty idle
at Bimr, [ want to koow if 1 have any
rights.

There is auite an amount of exeitement
among the Union Pacific employes in the
vicinity of the depot, over the removal of
ono of the white brakomen on the dummy
rn nnd tha substitution of i
colored man.  The brakeman removed, it
is true, it is  clahmed has been
transferred to & regular tram on the main
line, but his friends ana others assert thut
his removal is but the beginming of o move to
introduce colored moen into the sorvico at
rates greatly below what is now being paid to
white hands. “I'here gre now two colorod
men on one of the dummy trains, each of
whom works for 840 per month. "The wages
of white brakemen are 270 per month, and
with cach ehange of from white Lo bluck, the
company saves 830, The white men claim
that w8  soon o8 it can  be  done,
the company will repluce & number
of whito brakemen with black ones, possibly
one on each train, and as s consequence they
are fecling discouraged about the matter,

The Chicago, St Paul, Minneapolis &
Omaha pay ear came in from St, Paul Sunday
in charge of Paymaster Clark. Yesterdoay
morning Mr, Briggs, the general agent, and
Mr. Joaynes, superintendeat, of the same
road, left with the car to make the trip over
the division.

A rate of onehall of the unlimited rate
will be made for regularly ordained ministors
of religion, for sisters of charity, and properly
certitied missionaries; also for railroad em-
ployes and the mewbers of thelr families
actunlly dependent upon them for support

Only wearing apparol and articles of per-
sonnl use, such as the courts have in the past
deecided to be baggage, shall be accopted ns
such, and merchandise, furniture, machinery,
baby wagous, planos, organs and other hke
articles, shull not be clussed or received as
bagguge.

For the transportation of each special car
and party of Hlteen persons or less fiftecn
first class tickets, regular or excursion, will
be required; for more than fifteen, one ticket
for ench additional person,

Children under five yonrs of age accompa-
nied by thelr parents or guardians, will be
carried freo, and only children five years of

will be carriod on half-fare tickets,

For a corpse, whether of adult or child, a
first-class ticket, limited or unlimited, will be
required for ita transportation in baggoge
car, when accowmpanied by o passenger in
charge.

Ounly 150 pounds of baggage will be allowed
on each full ticket, and  seventy-five pounds
of baggage on coch half-ticket except that on
forcign stenmship orders sold in foreign
countries, for traosportation through the
United States to foreign ports, in either di-
rection, 250 pounds of baggage may be wc-
cepted on ench full Arst-cluss ticket, and 125
pounds on each half first-class ticket,

Emigrant sloeping cars shull be sent east of
the Missouri river, New Orleans, St Louls
and St Paul, it being  understood thar the
Canndinn Pacific railway s not provented
hereby from runningits oolonist cars through

SOME STORIES OF THE STORM

Talos Told by Those Caught Abroad
by the Blizzard.

QUEER AND COOL EXPERIENCES.

A Desperate Father Whips His Family
for Life—Bucking the Drifts—
All Night in Haystacks
and Cellars=Notes.

There have beon changes of tempera-
ture in Nebraskn as sudden ns that of
January 12, 1888, They have been
mainly in midsummer. The r&cord will
be senrched in vain and the prolific and
verncious memory of the oldest inhabi-
tant will tremble and grope in darkness
for an equal of that which chilled the
northwost ten days ngo and bronght
grivl and anxiety to hundreds of homes,
It was an irresistable combination of
death dealing  furies, unexpected in its
approach and blinding in foree. Man
can successfully battle with fires and
floods and tornndoes—they are  limited
in range and peaceful compared with
the all-per vading blizaned, Against the
Intter there is but one sure meshod of
preservation for those away from home
—t0 burrow deop in the first snow drift,
nnd remain theee until the storm  sub-
sides, The experienco of scores in the
late storm proves it to bhe the one sensi-
ble and safe aetion.  Lives hy the score
have been necdlessly sacrificed by aim-
lessly wandering in search of shelter in
winter storms—shelter that s found by
merest accident. There is no danger of
smpthering in a snow drift; it is thor-
ough protection; it saves tho energy nnd
noeat wasted in violent walking and en-
ables the person who ncoepts the dreifts
to resist successfully the lowest temper-
ature, Iew persons will accept this
truism if compelled to chose, Natur-
ally one believes his strength and know-
ledge of the neighborhood so grest that
ho can reach o house without injury. He
does not calealate on the blinding force
of the storm,  He gropes about on what
ha believoes to be a straight road to o
house, but usunlly turns to the left and
is soon trudging aimlessly in a circle.
The vietim feels the at.enging foree of
the blizzard only while vigorously
blood courses in the veins, but the cold
soon numbs this feeling, the limbs and
arms lose their energy., and the vietim,
fulls on his track tosleep like one who,
“drawing the deapery of a couch about
him, lays down to sweet and pleasant
dreams.”  Freczing, 1o contomplate, is
one of the most fearful of deaths,yet the
Crentor decreed that it should be pain-
less and peaceful.

The completo story of the late bliz-
zard will mever be told.  Its agouics,
anxieties, terrors and joys are hallowed
memories to those who  battled sgainst
the storm, or kvln. sleepless vigil for
loved ones abrond, while to the lgrnes
and families bereft of one or more Fiem-
bars it will remain a darvk shadow and
source of sorrow for life. The nccounts
following are nctual experiences, taken
mostly from thoe newspapers of the re-
spective neighborhoods,

PUSIHING THE SNOW PLOW,

The crew which opened the DBeatrice
branch of the Union Pacific had a cold,
hungry and sleepless experience. 'The
blockade-raisers. consisting of thoe new
rotary plow, in charge of Frank Good-
sell, engineer, and W, M. Duailey, flre-
man, engines 804, 4% and 513, and a
couple of way cars, left Omaha Friday
morning at g o'¢lock. They cut a hole
to Valley in six hours and then turned
southward. Botween Valley to Valpa-
raiso, thirty-eight miles, the worst
drifts were met, und twenty-two hours
were required to make the teip. Two
miles beyond Valparaiso they run  into
a huge drift three to four hundred foct
long and twenty-five feet high,and stuck
fast within twenty feet of the end.
The water in  the engine tanks
was exhausted, The snowbanks towered
ubove the cabs, the grub was poor and
searce, and the mercury bobbed from
252 to 30= below zero. or twelve
hours the men shoveled snow into the
tanks and melted enovgh to give the
plow a fresh start.  The effort was sue-
cessful and in less than hall an hour
they were agnin free and sailing  for
Beatrvice, where they lunded at 7o'clock
Sunday morning. In one of the cuts
outside Beatrice the rotary struck foup
head of stoek and made mince meat of
them in o minute.

The plow worked admirably. A bank
of snow melts away beforo it and dizap-
pears in clouds in the fields, The fan
makes 400 revolutions a minute, and
the speed of a train in a driflt is never
more than two miles an hour. The
snow is thrown from the chute over tho
telegraph wires nnd descends thirty to
fifty yurds from the track.  All that the
muachine needs to open a  roadway
through o drift is ample foree behind it.

The round trip occupied seventy-six
hours. The men were completely ex-
havsted, having had but little sleep,
and not a few of them were laid up sev-
eral Uays for repairs,

WHIPPED FOR LIFE,

Mr. W, E. Brereton, wife and son,
nine years old, living in Holt county,
sturtod with o team and sleigh to visit a
brother, four miles away, afew hours
before the storm struck the country.
They were within half o mile of their
destination when the storm struck them
in full force. The horses as well us the
occupants woere blinded by the fury of
the blast., Mr, Brereton applied the
whip to the horses, hoping they would
keep the vond, But he wns mistaken.
The force of the storm wins so sovere
that the hovses turned off, ran imto o
gulley and eapsized the sleigh,  Mr. B,
unhitehed his horses and turned them
loose, and decided to remaio where he
wits, hoping the storm would abate in a
few hours, The gulley wis of sufficient
doepth to afford some shelter, Tho sleigh
bed was dragged to the least exposod
point, and with the hay it contained
und a few blankets the family were
fairly comfortable, Night came on
rapidly, and the c¢o0ld grew more
and more severe. No complaining
word was heard until near midnight,
when little Ralph said: O, pups, I'm
so sleopy!” The father realized at once
what this meant—the sleep of death,
He shook the child and pulled him
closer to his breast; and fora time ail
wore  comfortable.  About midnight
Mrs. B. and the ¢hild were so benumbed
by the cold that they lost hope and re-
signed themselves to the sleop that
knows no waking. Mr. Brereton was
almost distracted. He wreapped them
tight in blankets and rnlllwl them
around in the sleigh with the strength
of desperation, but no answer came to
his repested ecalls. Maddened by the
stendy appronch of death he grasped
the whip and began to beat both his
wife and child, yvelling like 1 wild man
with every blow, He plied the whip
with cruel vigor until both answered to
his call and begged for merey. The ap-
youls had scarcely been made when
rlnhl shouts were heard in the distance,
They were promptly returned, and in &
few minutes 4 vescuing party was upor
them. It was Mr. Hrereton’s brothe
und two sons, Ralph and his mother
were tukeu up lu strong arms, and with

the two brothers following wera soon 1o
the house, 800 yards from where the
sleigh was upset. Mrs. B.'s. face and
foot were severely frosted, but not
dangerously, and [ittle Ralph esenped
with frosted arme, Doth showed plainly
the murks of the father’s whip,

It seems that aftér Mr. Breveton had
turned loose his horses, one of them
walked {nto his brother's yard. was rec-
ognized by one of the boys, and led to
the rescue of the inperilledfamily.

THE STUAIT VICTIMS,

M. B. Sisley and Enoch Bowman left
Stunrt in the morning with four horses
and a sleigh to get a lowd of hay about
three miles south of town. They had
just arrived at the stack and commenced
to lond when the storm struck thom.
They started immedintely for town, but
had not proceeded more than ten rods
hefore the sleigh was upset.  Being be-
wildered by the storm, they unhitched
from the sleigh, and ench taking o team,
they startod with the storm, in hopes of
coming across a house or some other
shelter.  About the middle of the nfter-
noon they eame across o small, half-
rotted hay stack, After teying in vain
to make a hole in the stack lnrge enough
to shelter them, they unharnessed the
horses and agnin struck out with the
storm. wandering until about sundown,
and when about to give up all hope of
getting any shelter, and ready to hoe
down and die, they ran ngainst another
hay stack, into which they made a hole
and wok up lodging for the night, with

little  hopes of  ever coming out
nlive. Their clothes were wot
through by the deifting snow, but

by kicking and slapping their hands
they were enabled  to  keep their
blood in circulntion, and whoen morning
dawned they erawled forth to find
themselves one mile from the nearost
house, for which they startod, Bowman
in sock foot, he having lost one of his
shoes in the staek during the night,
After gotting brenkfast nt the farm-
house they started for Stuarct, arriving
there nhout noon. Sisley’s fuce and neck
are budly frozen,  Bowman's face and
fect are soverely frozen,  Sisley was
without un overcoat throughout the en-
tire storm, it being warm in the morn-
ing, and having but a short distance to
go, he therefore neglected to prepare
for such an emergency.  Their return
nlive was almost o mirnele,

Frank Skinner, living on the Nio-
brara rviver, near the mouth of Clay
erock.started from Stuart on foot on the
morning of the blizzawd, When about
nine miles north of Stuart he was ove r-
taken by the storm, and being unable to
face it he turned back, passing oast of
town some time in the afternoon, when
he commenced to climba supposed snow
bank, and to his surprise he fell
through o shed (the property of Mr.
Clevenger) where thecovering had been
eaten away, landing

AMONG SOME CALVES,
Kunowing that he was near a house he
took the lines from the harness, which
lay in the shed, and tying them around
his waist he went as fir as possible in a
civele, in hopos of catching o glimpse
of the house, but in vain did he look,
and finally coneluded to take up lodging
for the night with the ealves. Frank's
fuce s badly frozen.

Maggie, daughter of James Skirving,
in company with Mrs. Campbell, wife of
Thomns Campbelly left Stuart in the
morning for their home twenty miles
north of town.  When about eight
miles north of town they were met by
the storm, and huad procecded about
three-fourths of a mile whon the horses
suddenly turned around.and brought up
nt a vacant sod house which was
without either doors or windows, they
having been removed. They succeeded
in getting one of the péunies in the
house, but could not persuade the other,
which wans a mule, toenter the building.
By the time tlu-[v got into the house
{or rather hovel) their clothing was
wet. and in this condition they sat down
on o snow drift against the wall, in
which position they remained through-
out the afternoon and night. In the
morning stiff and chilled by the cold,
they crawled out and miude their way
on f‘mt with c¢lothes frozen sliff to Mr.
Kirkindall's, about three-fourths of a
milo distant,

MRS, CHAPMAN'S DEATH,

Mrs, Mulindo Chapman, aged fifty-one
years (mother of Mrs, Faust and sister
of Mrs. Yocum) left Mr. Faust’s place in
Turtle Creek precinet, near the Keya
Panha river, on Wednesday last for Stu-
art with two of Mr. Foust's children—
Gdie, ngod five years, one of the twins,
and the girl lmh.\'. Mattio, agod eoleven
months, On Friday afternoon James
Skirving, returning from Stuart, re-
ported that nothing was known of Mps,
Chapman’s  whereabouts, Saturday
morning Mr. Robertson, Willinm and
Gabriel Brodie and A Jenks startod in
search, following the Stuart road and
looking for teracks where they left the
main road. While thus enganged one of
them looking to the west t‘n}lil.?ll a team
stunding on the slope westof the Beaver
Creck, about two and one-hall ntiles
southwest of Andrew [Rlobertson's, the
last pluce they were seen before the
storm, They immediately started to
whero the team was standing, and upon
arviving thelr worst fears were realized
for there cold in death lay Mrs. Chap-
man beside the sleigh n the snow, the
babe lying in the seat on its face where
it had fallen when Mrs. Chapman left
the sleigh. The boy was sitting in the
seat well weapped and not so badly frozen
as the womun and baby. The tenm was
standing to the sleigh with two tugs un-
hitched.

A NIGHT IN SCHOOL,

Miss Susie Baxter, who is teaching the
school four miles southwest of Stuart,
very wisely kept her pupils in the
school nouse till the next morning, not
allowing any of them to start home.
Harry Hulftle, after six attempts, got to
the school house about 12 o’¢lock in the
night. Charles Morreill, living 0 mile
south of the school house, attempted to
rench it in the afternoon. He tied a
rope to his dog and took the animal
with him. The dog's eyes soon became
1ull of snow and he refused o go further.
In returning he passed his house, The
dog, however, getting scent of the
buiMing, guided him to it. Otherwise
he doubtless would have perished.

Charles Senate, liying out in the val-
ley south of town, had goue to the hay
flela.  He was in his shirt sloeves with-
out mitten or a scarf, He was two miles
from his houso and putting whip to his
horse he followed his tracks home,
When within thirty yards of the house
he lost it. He was obliged to erawl on
his his hands angd knees to find it
aguin, and then rensched the stable in
safety. 1t was a close eall.

AROUND SCHUYLER.

The saddest incident of the storm at
Schuyler was thoe death of Mr. I, V,
Himes, who in company with hus son
Waulter, went ta the school house after

the children at school. Mp, Himes,
who has not been well for over a year
became

and huad a stroke of paralysis,
utterly exhausted wllwu nearly home
and unable to go further. Whalter os-
sisted the children in the house and re
turned to his father whom he discov-
ered to be dying, The excitement and
exertion had proven too much for his
week fraome, and death’s hands had
fixed its firm hold on him. Poor Wal-
ter assisted his futher, or rather enrried
him home, where he instantly expived.
Michael Kline, of Grant precinet,
started aftor his children at sehool and
becoming turned around begun going
south and wandered on until he struck
Steve Fuller's place. He had unhitehed
the team from the wagon sud drove
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them loose this fir. When nrriving at
Fuller's, Mr. Kline was completely ex-
hausted and his face badly frozen.  Hw
was just able to get in the house, His
family fearing that he was lost, two of
the older boysnnd n givl started in search
of him the next morning. After hunt-
ing nround for & while the boy came on
to town where he arrived with his feet
g0 badly frozen that three of his toes
may have to bo amputated. The other
chililren also froze their feet and hands
badly, the givl frzoeing one teg noarly
to the knee, :

David Whelpley., who livea about
three miles and o halfl southwest of
Sehuyler, started home, the storm strik-
ing him when within o mile from home
hy the olid Gasman farm.  Mre. Whelp-
ley thinks he could have made it, but
in fixing the blankots around him the
horse  becnme unmunngeable and left
the rond,  He finally brought up at the
stubiles there, and tying his horse to the
side of the corn-crib, went to the housoe,
whore he stayved in n hole under the
house that had been usod some time
ago for a cellar. There he stayed all
night, keoping himself from freezing
by whittling pieces of pine board and
burning them.  The pluce was only
three feet high with the floor above,
and o pecson can judge of the diminu-
tive fire Mr. Whelpley was obliged to
keepsong not to sot the floor on fire.
He stayed there until 7 o'clock in the
morning, alternately  freezing  and
smothering from the smoke from the
fire, and then went out where he left
the hor=e, which was all right, having
been blunketed.  Upon arriving home
lie was completely exnhausted and could
searcely speak, but fortunately was not
frozen much, only his nose some, and
wll the fingers on one hand, Mr,
Whelpley has been in Nebraska twenty
venrs, and been in most of the big
storms in that time, and he says he
never saw anvthing compured to it.

Mr. and Mrs, Guthrie, of Wilson pre-
vinet, Colfax county, hnd a rough ex-
perienee,  When coming home from
somewhere in a sleigh, they became
lost within a mile or so of home, and not
being nble to find & place to stop, turnea
the sleigh on its side and stayod there
all night. They had plenty of wraps
and were not frozen. Mrs. Guthrie
sang suntches of song during the night
to help keep them awake,

Tommy ‘Tillian, a little boy twelve
yenrs of age, who lives with hiz parents
in tho edge of Dodge couty, justeast of
the Irish settlement, was out all night,
Heo got lost on his way from school, and
nearly froze to death in u snow bank
within fiftcon rods of his father's house,
darly the morning after the storm his
parcnts heard some one calling, and
going out found their little son frozon
to the ground. At last account it was
feared that he would lose one or both of
his hands, His feet are also very badly
frozen.

Henry Smith, of Butler county,zot oft
of the road between Schuyler and the
river, and was compelled to eamp all
night in a clump of willows near wI;wl'e
the old Platte river bridge used to
stand.  He broke the end-gate out of
his sleigh, and with it and some dend
brush kept up a fire which kept him
from freezing.

STUCK IN A CUT.

There were over forty people aboard
the gnow bound train that left Beatrice
Thursday evening and was strunded
about four miles out. There were six-
teen pnssengers and fourteen section
men, The train didn’t get to Jansoen
till Sundny morning. The passengers
were fed from the stations and the farm
houses in the vicinity. There are
twenty-five men in Jansen, Of these all
but three went to the cut, about four
miles away, and helped to shovel snow.
Of the thres who remnined, one was
the sgent, who couldn't leave, and the
other two are cripples,

A BAUNDEIS COUNTY NNERO.

Among the muny narrow escapes dur-
ing the recent blizzard, one that comes
from Saunders county, in the Molloy
neighborhood, is one of the most re-
markable. A hired man working for n
farmer in that nelghporhood started out,
with o teum of mules, when the storm
wns at its highest, to go to the school
house after several children, whom it
was fearod might attempt to go home
alone during the storm. He got five of
them in the sleigh, butalter proceeding
some distance the mules became blinded
with the furious snow storm, and re-
fused to go any farther against it. The
children had to be protected in some
wiy, 80 with rare presence of mind, he
unhitched the mules to let them find
their way back home, and turning over
the sleigh box he comfortably wrapped
up the children in the robes und blank-
ets, and prepared to await the cessa-
tion of the storm. They were shut up
in the box for several hours, and finally
venturing out he found that one of the
mules had refused to go away und was
frozen to death. The children were
taken home without being any the worse
for their exciting experience, With
less presence of mind, every one of the
party might have been lost. The driver
was o young man of only about sixteen
yeurs of age.

A NIGHT IN A ITAYSTACK.

Fad Maxwell, of Gage county, who
took lodging in o haystuck the night of
the storm, is slowly recovering. He
bad a terrible ex petience. He soys that
after leaving his team in the ravine, he
mude his way along in the awful storm
without knowing where he was going.
Finally he came upon a haystack and
got upon the sheltered side. There he
stood ap ull night beating himself with
his hands to keep from freezing, He
gays his legs first grew numb and he felt
sleepy. Ho knew that he must not go
to sieen, 80 he kept beating his knees
to keep up eirculation in his feet and
legs. Thus he passed the long night.
As he grew colder he felt more comfort-
able, but he knew it was a ense of life or
death, and he kept his arms going and
bimsell awake, Aflter daylight he saw
abaut 8 quarter of o mile awny o small
black speck. He started toward it. At
first he conld scarcely move, for ho
seemed to have lost his power of loco-
motion. He was cold and his limbs
were stifl,  He fell down several times,
and froze his fingera worse than lie had
during the night. How he got to
Btevens he hardly knows, He could
hardly talk, Stevens' people lethim in,
and seeing his condition, did what they
could for him. Maxwell kept saying,
“1'm so cold,” and wanted to get to the
fire, His friends, however, kept him
away, and }mt him in a ecold room and
aced his feet and hands in cold water,
iy the time the doctor arrived Muaxwell
wis in quite a comfortuble condition.

ANUTHER NEROINE,

Among the many hright examples of
heroism in the storm none ranks higher
and nobler, though ending in death,
than that shown by the little daughtey
of Mrs. Peter Westphalen, o widow of
Cotterell township, Dodge county., She
wis thartecn years of nge. She was lost
in ln=t Thursday's storm while peturn-
ing from school, accompanied by her
eight yvear old sister. and the bodies of
the two, the younger one wrapped in the
arms of the older were foun Monday,
the former wewring all the outside
clathing of both., How the brave, sell-
sacrificing girl had comforted the little
onig, sebbing with cold, how she had
held her olose to herself as the nomb-
nesa that precedes death came on; what
hier thouglits wers ns she stripped hers
self of warm garments that hee chnrge
l'lli,'.__:]ll be '[ll'--ll‘a'l-‘d snd, purhips seved
even though she perished, no anc can
ever know—>but there should be a spe-

cinl heaven, better than any other, for
such heroinos,
ROPED TO SAVETY.

The teacher nt the Sutherinnd sehool
house wost of Dlaie, Mo Curtis, de-
serves to be highly complimented for
norare digplay of grit and good sense
inan emergeney,  The storm guve him
the alternntive of staying i the school
house all night or attempting to get
nine children to their homes, o walk of
one mile in the teeth of the blizzand,
Tying the well rope nround his hody, nll
took hold of the line and were guided
to u place of safoty,

A STORM PANIEL,

The flrst blast of the storm in Fair-
mont took off the tops of the chimneys
of the Piest woard sehool, and send them
crnshing through the roof, instantly -
ing the rooms with smoke.  The pupils
were selzed with o panicand rushed from
their room frantically into the raging
storm and seattored over the commons in
every direction. The nliurm was  soon
given and a number of citizens woent to
their rescne, and aftor bravely hreasting
the storm, finally succoeded in finding
them und convoying them to their homoes,
The pupils wore generally young, and
when the paniec began, Miss  Eloise
Jaekson, the teacher used every oxoer-
tion to Keep them in the room, but
huving no keys for the doors, the ehil-
dren bolted ont of one door while she
was holding the other. Without the
prompt assistance of the eitizen some
would have probably perished.

A SCHOOL TEACHER'S ESCAPE,

One of the closest calls in Dutler
county was that of W. L. Austin, who is
tenching school out in the W, O, Timms
district, one and o half miles northeast
of Duvid City., He took the childreen nll
overfto Solomon Pervkins' residence in
his cutter.  There were two or three
londs of them, aud by the time he got
them safely carved for he was pretty
well exhausted, when he started  for
home. He got lost and traveled in o
cirele several times, bosides numerons
upsats, After battling with the atorm
nearly all the afternoon he was found
by parties out near 1. E. Doty's, in the
northeast part of town, stuck in a dreift,
with luud!y enough strongth to help
himself any more, besides being lost,
He had become so cold by this time that
he fell those sleepy sensations which are
unfuiling hints of one’s nearness to the
bordor land, With assistance and a
brave heart he got home all vight. One
of his wrists was badly frozen,

ALL NIGIUE IN A WAGOUN,

A few eases of sutfering and hardship
aro reported in Cuming county, but no
los= of life. Huoareison Jurrett, who lives
on the Frey pluce, southeast of West
Point, was londing hay from o stk
about a half mile from the house, whon
the blizzard arrived. He wos assisted
by three boys--—Willinm and Herbort,
his sons, and Havey Miller, son of WL IT,
Miller, of West Point. They immedi-
ately attempted to return home, but
soon realized that this would he a hope-
lass task as the team would not  face thoe
storm, They they tried to find theirv
way buck to the huy stack, and in  this
they wera baflled. They then did the
only thing that remained for them to do
~—unhitched the tewm, tied it to the
wagon and buried themselves in what
hay they had on the wagon. In  this
way they passed the night without freez-
ing, but in hitehing up the teanm uand

etting to the house the next morning

Ir. Jarrett froze his right hand so se-
verely that it is feared anmputation will
be necessary. Young Miller has two
toes frozen, but the two Jurrett boys
completely eluded the advance of Jack
I'rost and came out unseathed.
THREE NUNTELS IN YORK.

Of ull the narrow escapes from  froez-
ing, during last Thursduy’s storm, none
were more thrilling than than that of
John Gardnei, ¥ph, Post and A, P.
Snyder, these three gentlemen wero out
hunting in asleigh and quite ndis-
tunce from York when the storm struck
them. The horses became terrified and
overturned the sleigh, and after des-
perate nttempts Lo control them Lhuﬁ'
were turned |uum! and the bewildere
hunters started on foot, with the storm,
knowing not where they were nor where
to find shelter. Finally the railroad
wis reached and they started down the
traek in the direction of York. Mr.
Snyder was nearly exhausted and had
to crawl on his hands nnd knees, while
Mr. Post was even inun worse condi-
tion and the efforts of Mr. Gavdner and
Mr. Snyder were required to keep him
from lying down by the track., After
wilking about soven miles the Thayer
depot was reached, and none oo soon,
as Mr. Spyder's hands and feet were
badly frozen, and Mr, Post was com-
pletely exhausted and had to be deaggod
the last hundred yards hy Mr. Gardner.
They are all right now and congratulat-
ing themselves that they escaped at all.

Five hundred head of cattle are re-
ported lost in KKnox county.

Michael Cline, of Schuyler, read his
obituary in the Omaha papers,

William Rice walked from Bazile to
Creighton, five miles, in the teeth of
the storm and suffered no injury.

Mr. E. B, Reckard, of Norfolk, con-
tradicts the report that he was frozen
to denth, nnd begs to be spured the pain
of rending his own obituary.

A woman and two children in Holt
county found refuge in a pig pen, and
escaped death by nestling down with
the pigs. They were badly frozen, but
will live.

Charles Haines, of Blair, wns obliged
to be out during the night of the hliz-
zard to look after his cattle and hogs,
He brought them through all right, but
froze his wooden leg stifl,

The Crote Vidette stakes its reputa-
tion that the recent storm, for sudden
change of base, keonness of breath, de-
wression of spivits and blinding of snow,
s seldom. if ever had n superior.

A womnn dressed in men’s elothes was
found on the north branch of the Ver-
digree, 1in Knox county, She was very
nearly dead, and her name could not be
lenrned, It is probable that the womnn
resorted to men's elothine, thinking
that it would better protect her from
the cold.

One young lady in attempting to re-
turn home from school newr O'Neill
City, found refuge in o hay stack. She
burrowed into this as far ns  possible,
and soon the snow drifted over her,com-
pletely, burying her in. Herve she lay
until the next day, when her moans ut-
tracted the attention of & man out feed-
ing his stock, who rescued her,  In the
meantime the mies had eaten at hep
enrs wnd hair and hor feet and limbs
were =0 frozen that smputation will
probably be necessary.

The scholars of the Reedville sehool,
nenr Craighton,  Miss  Eua Kwing
tonchor, were Kopt in the house wll
night owing to the preparation and nd-
vice 'of Osecar Norton, and were not
soriously annoyed by the storm.  They
enjoyed u very curious eleotricul phoe-
NOIECT S, Every objoet nud  pevson in
the house was heavily charged with
electrivity.
